nit Sandwich Islanders Blvin'g' into the Water 
from a Prflolploe Ninety Feet High-I:tport 
Women Swimmera. 

In the coucludiiig' nrticlo of the skutclies 
published ill thi; Nineteenth Century under 
the title of " Hound the world in the Sun- 
beam," occurs the foUowiug vivid account 
of wonderful Kuimminiy, diving and leup- 
in^ in the Snudsvich Islands : 

We returuod to the Snnbeom on ChriKt- 
maa day, and on the following day we wit- 
nessed some extraordinary feiits of Bwini- 
ming performed by the ' natives of tUo 
lelaad. A copious stream enters the Fca 
nbont a quarter of a mile west of the little 
town of Hilo. At a short distancu from its 
mouth it forces it s way through a chasm in 
the •volcanic rocivs, and thou winds rninul a 
. precipitous cmg of lava, at the foot of which 
it^forms a still porl, six fathoms in depth. 
We had been invited to witness two noted 
Bwimniora leap from the summit of the crag 
into the pool below. The whole popuhi- 
■ tion turned ouL on t!ie occasion auti seated 
.themselves ou the grassy slopes iihovo the 
nver awaiting the arrival of the two ath- 
letes. Meanwhile a number of the more 
yniithftil ir.hsbitiiiits of Ililo cfboth ccsc.-. 
entertained ns with a display of the art of 
swimming and diving. One active girl leap- 
ed ropeutedly from a height of twenty feet 
Into the river. In the intervals between 
tkeir performances these amphibious peo- 
pfe climbed up the rocks that over-hung 
the river, where they gathered themselves 
into the most picturesque groups of bronzo- 
OOloredyetRhnpcly humanity. There were 
few garments tomiir the .symmetry of their 
forms, but there was not the slightest taint 
of immodesty in tho scone. A sculptor, 
looking on with thu cultivated eye of a 
trained artist, would have revelled in the 
graceful movements of the forms displayed 
before him ; wliilo a painter would have ap- 
preciated not lets tho harmonious colors of 
the pieture, iu which the olive flesh-tints 
formed such au admirable contrast to the 
dark lava-rocks ou which the swimmers 
reclined. Many a laborious student of 
the academy has racked his brain in tho 
vain effort to produce a composition on 
canvna or in marble, with not one-half 
tho beauty or the truth to naturo of these 
fortuitous ossemblages of graceful figures. 

An boar had passed away not unplea.oaut- 
ly when the heroes of the day aiTived. 
They were to leap into tho pool beneath 
from tho summit of a precipice ninety foot 
ip height. Thirty feet below the edge a 
crag juts out fifteen feet from the face of 
tho Took. It was necessary for the swim- 
mera to clear this projection. Wo were 
seated on the ledge of rock near the edge 
of tho water to witness tho feat they were 
about to perfonn. It was a point of vievr- 
whence the swimmers were seen with strik- 
ing effect, a.s they first appeared ontbo crag 
before us, and paused for a moment on its 
brink before taking their tremendous leap 
into tho gulf beneath. 

Ab wo looked up to the summit of tho 
precipice the powerful forms of these olive- 
ooloied men — notable specimens of the na- 
tive races of the Pacific — stood out in mag- 
nlflcont relief against the dark blue sky. 
Each wore o green wreath fastened on bis 
brow, a trifluig touch wliioh enhanced tho 
resemblance to those admirable products of 
ancient art, the bronze figurea of the flying 
Mercury in the moiicum at Naples. As the 
first Bwimmei gathered himself together for 
the leap, there wa.s i\ breathless silence in 
tho crowd, a mementary glance of hesita- 
tion in the hero of Ililo, succeeded by thaC 
6ot look which a man wears who ia detcf- 
mined to do a chivalrous deed or perish i-j 
the attempt. Then came a superb ela.stie 
bound, an ogilo xeadjustment of tho boloncis 
anj the athletio figure darted downwards 
like an arrow through the air, with a tre- 
mendous splash, disappeared feet down- 
wards below the glassy' surfaeo, and after a 
prolonged immerEion, roso again to tho 
surface scathlesa, amid the enthusiastic 
ovations of the crowd. • 

The great feat was followed by a per- 
formance which, in a less ambitious coun- 
try, would have excited wonder. It was a 
leap down n waterfall having a fall of lif- 
teen feet. Not only did tho two champions 
take the leap, but even tho nymphs of Ililo, 
in numbers, followed them. After disap- 
pearing for a few moments in tho seething 
water at the foot of the cascade, they re- 
appeared laughing and talking, evidently 
zegwrding this feat as mi ordimury bathing 
incident. < ^ li ^■ ^ ^

Many devices have been tested to keep 
eggs fresh, but tho less time an egg is kepi 
the better for tho egg and the one who eats 
it.

The child of colored parents of different 
tints, such aa quadroon and mulatto, or 
mulatto and black, will be nearer the tint 
of the darker parent.

A cyirioua proof of tWa is found int ob- 
servations mado during some time in one 
of tho islands. A mulatto woman had a 
female child by a white man ; this young 
girl gave birth to a quadroon by a white 
father, and this recrossiug with the ivhitc 
race was kept up for six generations. An 
identical process of recrossiug had been 
simultaneously noticed iu another planta- 
tion. Tho children resulting from the sev- 
enth crossing in both of these families were 
of remarkable physical beauty ; they had 
blonde hair, their complexion was of such 
transparent faimoss that they might have 
been token for Albinos, but for tho vigor 
and gracefulness of their limbs and thoir 
brilliant intellect. Tho most oxporicnccd 
eye could not have detected iu them tho 
slightest indication of their African origin. 
They intermarried. Their chUdren were 
dark complexionod, and tho children of 
their children are very dark mulaltoes. 

This inexorable law of nature is given as 
one of tho principal reasons why the 
Creoles refuse to intermarry with families 
who have tho faintest tint of negro hlood 
in their veins, though their skin may bo as 
fair as that of Europeans. Tho Creoles 
wish their posterity to remain what they 
themselves are — whites.

If a man reads a book or paper, even ono 
he knows to bo erroneous, it helps him by 
the effort to combat the errors. 

Of all men, tho farmer, the cultivator, 
needs to road more, to strengthen his rea- 
soning powers, fio that they may help out 
and make more elTeetivo, more profitable, 
his hard toil. There can be no doubt that 
the farmer who Hui)plios himself with the 
most reading — tho most of other men's 
thoughts and experiences— will in the end, 
if not at once, be the indat successful.

T!ie recent rcfiisnl of ouv Collec- 
tor of Customs to allow nu American 
schooner to wreck the American bark 
Gem of the .Ocean, ashore on the 
Vancouver shore of the Straits of Fuca, 
has created attention at the east, where 
a refusal on the part of Canadian 
customs oiBciala to jjormit an Ameri- 
can vessel to wreck an American vessel 
that had gone ashore on the Canadian 
coast had alreadjr; caused much interest 
in official circles in "Washington. Ac- 
cording to the correspondent of the 
Buflalo Courier at the capital, the 
Treasury Department of the Unitetl 
States has formally protested a^ainnt 
the orders undor which our custom 
house officials, are now acting. In a 
communication addressed to tlio Secre- 
tary of State Secretary SiiEitMAN 
charges the Dominion Government 
with a violation of treaty obligations 
in this matter. This charge is based 
on the terms of the treaties of 1794 
and 1842, Jt^ being claimed that the 
latter provides that certain waters and 
channels, embracing the water.-; over 
which the Canadian regulations have 
been established, "shall be equally free 
and open to ship.s, vessels and boats of 
both parties." It is, moreover, urged 
by Secretary SHEBMAlf that as the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided that a vessel of a foreign 
nation which is at poaco with the Re- 
public isnotsubjcct to seizure oreivil pro- 
cess, any infringement of this decision is a 
violation of international obligation and 
courtsey. This proposition is some- 
what startling, for it seeks to comjiel 
Canadians to accept decisions given in 
foreign courts by foreign judges. The 
■ast contention put forward by the 
Secretary is tiiat our regulatiouH are op- 
posed to tlic interests of humanity. 
The American case docs not present 
any formidable features and doubtless 
will be effectually disposed of by our 
Government The Toronto Afail says 
that the declaration made by tlio 
Courier that American cutters are 
authorized to render assistance in Can- 
adian waters, and if interfered with in 
performing this duty, tiiey are prepared 
to meet- snob interference with force, is 
a harmless piece of bunkum, T^o doubt 
every effort will be made by the Dom- 
inion Government to arrive at a satis- 
factory settlement of this difficulty, 
while at the same time guarding the 
interests of our people. 

lUULTERATJON IN ENGLAND. 



The series of reports published in the 
Laiicet during the years 1851-i, both 
inclusive, show that the percentage 
of adulteration in articles of consump 
tion amounted to no less than Gl-59. 
Recent official returns estimate the pre- 
sent percentage of adulteration at 17-2. 
Dr. Hassall, who prepared the Lancet, 
reports, at the instance of Mr. Wakley, 
believes the proportion still amounts to 
25 per cent., and be accounts for the 
difTerence between bis own estimate 
and that of the official returns by point- 
ing out that in many oases where pur- 
chases are made by police officers the 
genuine article is supplied ; that many 
adulterations, especially of malt bever- 
ages, are difficult to detect, and that 
some admixtures have been legalized, 
though, strictly speaking, they are ad- 
ulterationi. On the whole, however, 
Dr. Hassall thinks the public may be 
congratulated that "they can now pro- 
cure bread without alum ; coffee with- 
out roasted wheat, beans, or even chi- 
cory ; cocoa without fecula ; bottled 
fruits, vegetables and pickles without 
copper ; potted moats without bole 
Armenian; mustard without wheat- 
flour and turmeric; cayenne without 
red lead; vinegar without sulphuric acid; 
but milk still, unfortunately, often 
not without water." Ihis improve- 
ment he attributes partly to the deter- 
rent effects of the Lancet reports, the 
names and addresses of those of whom 
the articles analyzed wore purchased 
being published, and partly to the Sale 
of Food and Drugs Act. There can 
bo no doubt as to the deterrent effect 
of the Zancet reports, and it would be 
difficult to over-estimate the obligations 
of the community of Mr. Wakley, who 
risked the penalty of libel that ho 
might render a great public service. 
Moreover, the exposure led to the 
Sale of Food and Drugs Act. 

CORRUPT PRACTICES. 



The Philadelphia correspondent of 
the London Times, himself an Ameri- 
can, has rouped considerable indignation 
among his countrymen by a recent let- 
ter in which ho lays bare the cor- 
ruptions of the railroad system and the 
subserviency of cabinets, congresses, 
legislatures, governors and judges to 
railway kings. The latter, he says, rule 
the whole United States "in all essen- 
tial things;" judges are e.vpected to and 
generally do "obey the great railroad 
corporations, and in the State Legis- 
latures "every man has his price." The 
Times editorially says that his judg- 
ment "is harsh to a degree 'only per- 
missible . to ^natives in judging their 
countrymen." Of course the United 
States press attack the writer for Lis 
want of* "patriotism," vnd deny the 
correctness of his assertions. They 
may be somewhat too .sweeping, but 
they probably contain a great deal of 
wholesome truth. If the correspondent 
desires to substantiate his position he 
can very easily accumulate copious cor- 
roborations of his statements' from "the 
American press themselves and the 
speeches of many leading men. The 
London correspondent of the New 
York Tribune (Jay Gouhra organ) de 
plores the damage done to American 
credit abroad by such statements, as it 
is quite natural from its standpoint. 
The European investors, however, who 



ha\-o been plundered by stock-gambling 
railroad managers and repudiating 
States and cities, will regard the mat- 
ter in a diflerent light. The Timet 
correspondent deserves credit for his 
exceptional candour and. co.urage.^^'It's 
a dirty bird that fouls' its own "nest," 
of course. But isn't it a dirtier bird 
that lets the nest remain foul anil re- 
sents an attciii[;t to cleau.se it?

who is holding Piwar Khetal, is sur- 
rounded by hill tribes and that his 
position 13 critical and tliat the Suth 
and 90th Lancers and part of the 81st 
j-egiments have been sent to reinforce 
him. This is probably an exaggerated 
version of a report from Simla that 
communication with the British troops 
had been cut ofT that day by tribes on 
both sides of the Shutagardin Pass. 

SiaiL.\, Oct. 5. — An expedition under 
command of Gen. Sittar consisting of 
several regiments is about to be sent to 
avenge the murder of Lieut. Kinloch by 
marauding tribes. 

CANADA. 
QuEBKC, Oct. .5. — A renewal of the 
trouble among ship laborers at New 
Liverpool ia apprehended. While a 
party of French Canadians were sitting 
in front of their boarding house they 
wore assailed \<j a volley of stones 
quickly followed by a number of pistol 
shots. The Frenchmen took to the 
hills nnd escaped. 

PACmO COAST. 

San Francisco. Oct. 5. — About half- 
past three this afternoon Prof. Ool- 
grove, feronaut, and C. iL William.s, 
manager of Woodward's Gardens, at- 
tempted to make a ballooon ascension 
from tho Gardens, the wind blowing 
almost a gale. The balloon seemed to 
be insufliciently inflated with gas and 
rose heavily above the buildiuga of the 
Garden. It soon after dropped and 
scudded along at a low elevation, tear- 
ing away telogriiph v,-ircs in its flight. 
In a moment the bag ripped and the 
gasescapRd with a roar heard for blocks. 
Both occupants of the basket were 
thrown out falling on Folsom street 
between Fourteenth and Fifteenth, 
while the balloon came down a few 
rods beyond. A great crowd from the 
Gardens and vicinity instantly collect- 
ed and medical assistance wassummoned. 
Williams was fearfully crushed about 
the face! and head and died in a few 
moments. Colgrove's face was some- 
what bruised, but his injuries seemed 
mostly internal and although alive at 
last accounts he was insensible and not 
likely to survive. Tho disaster has 
created a considerable sensation and 
uiHuy who fre(|ucnt tho (iardeiis assert 
that the balloon was badly patched and 
unsafe at best and express surf>rise at 
Williams risking the excursion, espe- 
cially in sucli boisterous weather. 

San Fhancisco, Oct. 5. — Prof. Gol- 
grovo has since died from his injuries. 
Prof. Martin, teronaut, and others who 
were present at the a.scension, begged 
Mr. Williams not to go up, saying that 
in half the gale that was blowing he 
was literally taking his life in his own 
hands. The men fell about 200 feet, 
the balloon rebounding after striking 
the telegraph wires, then striking a 
chimney and again rebounding, at 
which moment tho mronauts were 
thrown out. 

DELAYED DISPATGHE8. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Fuancisco, Oct. .3. — Argument 
on the demurrer in th6 suit of John II. 
Burke against J. C Flood of the Neva- 
da Bank and the estate of Wm. S. 
O'Brien, deceased, to recover §1,500,- 
000, was concluded to day, but no de- 
cision rendered. Counsel for defend- 
ants asked for an order staying further 
examination of i\Ir. Flood as a witness 
in the case till the demurrer is decided 
but it 'was denied by the court; The 
case is hotly contested. Burke seeking 
to prevent a distribution of O'Brien's 
estate till the case is ended, and the 
defendants trying to go on and dis- 
tribute. Hon. liathaniel Bennett, 
formerly chief justice of tho Supreme 
Court of California and candidate of 
the new constitution party for that 
position at the late election, has been 
retained by Burke, appearing in , the 
case to-day for the first time. j 



San FiiANCisco, Oct. 3. — Detective 
Dan. C. Gay, J who has been working 
up the Wheatland mystery, suicided 
last night by taking morphine. He 
left a letter to his wife saying that ho 
had broken ;hi8 promise . not; to v drink, 
and atoned for it with his life. His 
return to drink is attributed to anger 
at a charge of attempting to blackmail 
Eoddons, preferred by the attorney 
for tho defence while Gay was on tho 
staiid. 

^ Henry Smith, tho colorijd ex-watch- 
man at tho mint, who jileaded guilty 
in the IT. S. district court to a charge 
of stealing bullion to the value of ^!15,- 
000, has beon sentenced byJudge Hofl"- 
man to four years in the state prison.

Woodruff of West Orange, was .shot, 
probably fatally, to-night, by his son- 
in-law, Andrew Krunch, who then 
killed himself. Woodruff had refused 
to givo Krunch .^50. 

CHILE. 

Panama, Oct. .T— A disi)atch dated 
Valparaiso, Sojjt. Stli, says that it is 
reported that the Chilians, before eva- 
cuating Calanm, sacked and burned the 
place. Tho Chilians have made raids 
into Bolivia beyond Conchas Blancas, 
destroying the conjmissary and ord- 
nance supplies and .seizing horses and 
carts. It is reported that Peru has 
.luspeiided payments from tho treasury 
and prohibited the exportation of silver.

[Before Mr. Justice tJray.] 

MoXliAV, Oct. 0. 

Jie the writs of luiheas corjms to dis- 
charge the sailors of the bark Prido of 
England. Mr. Justice Gray delivered 
judgment to-day. His Honor said that 
the objection to the information could not 
bo sustained because tho conviction and 
commitment, if good, woro suflicient. In 
Ilia opinion neither the efJiiviction nor the 
w.arrant of commitnient was valid. Tho 
latter was not in terms for an oli'onco 
known to tho law and varied materially 
from the conviction, in that it omitted 
any mention of the pecuniary penalty 
adjudged by the conviction. The convic- 
tion w.as also bad, for amongst other 
reasons it adjudged an uncertain money 
penalty — the expense;! of the hiring of a 
substitute. Who wa.s to determine these 
oxponsos/ Certainly not the men, nor 
the captain. Tho amount and tho mode 
of ascertainment were left unprovided for 
by the conviction. A further cardinal 
defect was that tho statute authorized tho 
infliction of the payment of the expenses 
of hiring a substitute which Iiad been in- 
curred, whereas the conviction was for 
expenses which mifjht bo incurred. Thu 
learned judge deprecated tho practice of 
J ustices of the Peace exorcising arbitrary 
discretion. They woro bound by legisla- 
tive onactnionta and should learn that 
they could not (simply because tlioy had 
judicial authority) contemn tho bounds of 
their jurisdiction and regard tho substan- 
tial provisions of a statute as merely red 
tape. The liberty of the subject was not 
to be controlled by caprice, but only under 
positive authority.
